Sparks From Fr. Mark 

In the last three years the Diocese of Rapid 
City has been moving toward a model of faith 
formation called “Intergenerational Faith 
Formation” or “Whole Community 
Catechesis.” At OLBH we have tried several 
times to implement this model of faith 
formation, while at the same time continuing a 
more traditional catechesis using a classroom 
model, which would be more of a blended 
model of catechesis. We have not had much 
success with the Whole Community 
Catechesis or Intergeneration Faith approach; 
however, Bishop Cupich is asking us to 
continue to move in this direction as a 
diocese. 

The last several months I have been meeting 
with Charlotte Verhey, Coordinator of Faith 
Formation, and Teresa Thompson and Joan 
Tetrault, Coordinators of Youth and Young 
Adult Ministry, about how we can move our 
parish community toward this model of 
Whole Community Catechesis. We have been 
asking ourselves what this model of faith 
formation looks like. How does this mode 


that Bishop Cupich is asking us to move 
toward change the way we are doing 
catechesis at OLBH? How open are the 
families in our parish community to changing 
and growing in this model of faith formation 
and catechesis? 

Amongst the four of us we have had some 
spirited conversations, which have led us to 
greater insights about the way in which we 
hand on the faith, not only as a parish, but 
more importantly as parents and families. 

In the coming weeks you will be hearing more 
about this Whole Community Catechesis and 
Intergenerational Faith Formation, and you 
will have several opportunities to gather as a 
parish community to consider more deeply 
about how we hand on our Catholic identity at 
OLBH.

Faithful Citizenship Sunday May 6, Faithful 
citizenship involves proper understanding of 
the meaning of human suffering. Declaring 
the power of salvific suffering, the Apostle 
Paul says: “In my flesh I complete what is 
lacking in Christ’s afflictions for the sake of 
his body, that is, the Church.” These words 
seem to be found at the end of the long road 
that winds through the suffering that forms 
part of the history of man, and which is 
illuminated by the Word of God. These 
words have the value of a final discovery 
accompanied by joy. For this reason, Saint 
Paul writes: “Now I rejoice in my sufferings 
for your sake.” The joy comes from the 
discovery of the meaning of suffering, .to 
understand the salvific meaning of suffering.
